“To the Pedple of the South: On ac- 
count of the great interest manifested in 
the reported postponement of the Southern 
States exposition of Chicago, and in re- 
sponse to the numereus telegrams, 1 make 
the tollowing statement: 

“The announcement of the postponement 
of the Southern’ States exposition at Chica- 
gO On account of the Tennessee centennial 
Was totaily unauthorized by the advisory 
board. Neither the chairman nor the secre- 
tary of the board authorized any = such 
Statement. The dispatch sent out from Chi- 
cago last night by the Associated Press that 
the secretary of the board at Augusta made 
such a proposition in the interest of the 
Tennessee centennial is wholly unfounded. 
Before my departure for Washington last 
week, in the interest of the exposition, I 
wrote a letter to Major J. W. Thomas, 
president of the Tennessee centennial, who 
was until recently the Tennessee member 
of the advisory board, deprecating the in- 
action of Tennessee. In this ietter, I in- 
formed Major Thomas that if Tennessee 
was hostile or indifferent to the Southern 
Siates exposition, | would resign my posi- 
tion as chairman forthwith. ‘Che answer 
to this letter confirmed me in: the belief 
that nothing had been done in Tennessee, 
and Major Thomas informed me that it 
would be impossible to prepare Tennessee’s 
exhibit 1n three months.

gusta. On its receipt General Manager 
de Berard and Mr. Thomas K. Scott, who 
nas taken an active interest in the expo- 
sition, visited Major Thomas, in Nash- 
ville.

Moscow, My 26.—Today was coronation 
day. The wather was fine and the sky 
cloudless. he kremlin, which was the 
center of ataction, was early surrounded 
by waiting irowds who had no possible 
hope of getng inside, but were satisfied 
to see what'hey could outside the wails. 

The consecation ceremonies were solem- 
nized in th small cathedral of the As- 
sumption. 

The empesr was in the dark green and 
gold uniforr of a general of the Guards, 
with high bots. The empress was dressed 
in a silver roe with a long train which was 
borne by for pages. Arriving at the altar 
steps the mtropolitan of Moscow and the 
Grand DukGergius welcomed the emperor 
and empres in the holy building. The 
metropolita: of St. Petersburg presented - 
the cross fe them to kiss, and the metro- 
politan of Cief presented them with the 
holy water. After bowing three times be- 
fore the alar and kissing the sacred im- 
ages, their :ajesties ascended the steps and 
took their races in front of the altar, with 
their backsto the throne. The scene was 
one of grea beauty, as the imperial coupie 
stood awaiing the servicé which was to 
proclaim thm emperor and empress of all 
the Russias The blaze of gold and silver, 
the brilliany of the uniforms and orders, 
the richnes of the Russian court toilets 
worn by th: ladies, the sparkling and pre- 
cious gems the clouds of incense rising 
from behini the ikonstas and pervading 
the church. the solemn sweetness of the 
singing whch now again began, all con- 
tributed to he splendor ef the occasion, 

As the emperor and empress entered the 
cathedral, tle choir sang Psalm ci, ‘‘Miseri- 
cordium et jdicium cantabo tibi domine!’’ 
Some religiais ceremonies then - followed. 

Immediately after these, the czar receiv- 
ed the crow1i from the metropolitan of St. 
Petersburg, and standing in full sight of 
all the peonle and still before the altar, 
with both hands placed the crown upon 
his head. Then taking his scepter, in which 
blazed the famous Orloff diamond, in his 
right hand, and the globe of the empire in 
his left, he ascend@d the dais and took his 
seat upon the throne, the empress still 
standing in her former place. This was 
the supreme moment of all, and when gaz- 
ing round the church and seeing represen- 
fatives from nearly every district of this 
mighty empire and beholding the czar sit- 
ting on his throne of state, with symbols 
of power given to him by the highest au- 
thority in the land, one had a realizing 
sense of the great power wielded by the 
man in whose honor this great function 
was held.

HAD TO SHOOT HIM 


Officers Had To Kill a Crazy Man Who 
Was Armed with a Gun. 


HE CAUSED A REIGN OF TERROR 


In the Neighborhood Where He Lived. 
Officers Try To Arrest Him, but 
He Showed Fight. 


Augusta, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)—There 
was a homicide of rather untsual char- 
acter a few nriles from Augusta today, in 
which a sheriff’s posse surroundéd a negro 
and shot him to death, as he refused to 
Surrender and resisted arrest. 
The negro’s name was Clem Easterling, 
and he had been passing as a crazy out- 
law--for several months, keeping his gun 
in his hands. day and night and ‘swearing 
that he would never submit to arrest. 
The fellow was declared to be crazy by 
parties who knew him and the officers 
of the law have sought to avoid violence 
in effecting his arrest. 
Easterling lived on a small place ad- 
joining the farms of Dr. Thomas B. 
Phinizy, and Hon. Martin V. Calvin, and 
has at various times committed depreda- 
tions on the property of each, and Mr. 
Calvin reported him a year ago, and then 
he was arrested. After keeping him in 
jail for some time he -was released and 
behaved himself awhile, but soon began 
trespassing again. ' 
At one time, when Dr. Phinizy ordered 
him off his land, where he was cutting 
wood, he threatened Dr. Phinizy with ihs 
ax and drove him off his own land, the 
latter being unarmed. 
' Before the Coroner. 

Before the conorer’s inquest today Dr. 
Phinizy testified that for the last few 
months he'had not driven over his farm 
without carrying along a heavily-loaded 
gun for his protection, and that he had re- 
peatedly demanded of the officers of the 
law that the man be .arrsted, as he was 
a dangerous nuisance. Recently Easter- 
ling had terrorized whites and blacks, and 
the demand upon the officers was general 
for his arrest. : 
Today Sheriff O’Connor and a posse went 
to arrest him and the result is told in the 
testimony before the coroner, as follows: 
Sheriff O’Connor stated that he, with 
a@ posse went out this morning to arrest 
Heasterling on warrants charging him 
with larceny and being dangerous to the 
community at large. The posse was com- 
posed of Sheriff O’Con , Deputy Sheriff 
D’ Antignac, Deputy Sherif Pritchard, 
Bailiff Seago and Mr. Gus Bohler. Sheriff 
©’Connor stated that ae the posse 
reached the scene they Saw Easterling, 
at 8:30 o’clock, sitting oma fence. He had 
a double barreled shotgun in his hand. 
The posse scattered out and got between 
Easterling and his house. They yelled to 
him to throw up his. hands, but instead 
of doing this he siipped from the fence 
and ran into the center of the field. With 
his gun in position, as if ready to fire, he 
ran towards Sheriff O’Connor and. Deputy 
D’Antignac. The latter fired over his 
head, with the idea of scaring him into 
surrendering. When the shots were fired 
Easterling swerved and started toward 
Deputies Pritchard and Seago. He was 
running with his gun upraised as if to 
fire, and the latter two fired. Then he 
swerved back again toward the sheriff 
and Deputy D’Antignac.. 

When within thirty feet of them he fell. 
In answer to questions from the jury, Sher- 
iff O’Conncr said he could not say, al- 
though there was an empty shell in the 
gun of the deceased, whether Easterling 
rad fired or not, because there was great 
excitement at the time. He, the sheriff, did 
not fire at all. 
. Deputy Sheriff William Dantignac, after 
telling of other imeffectual attempts to ar- 
rest Easterling, detailed the killing as. fol- 
lows: 

‘I walked into the field nearest his house 
and called to him to surrender and said: 
‘Throw up your hands!” He jumped off the 
fence and came in a run toward Deputy 
Sheriff Pritchard and Bailiff Seago. He 
taen started toward me and I shot two or 
three times over his head, hoping that he 
weuld see that we were determined and 
world drop his gun. He started direct to- 
watd me with his gun in a-shooting posi- 
tion. I then fired at him several times: in 
fact, all fired at him. I didn’t know that

time. Mr. Bohler then came up and we 
went over to him. He was lying on his 
left side, the gun in his hand, the left 
barrel cocked, the right one had been dis- 
charged. He lived three or four minutes,- 
was unconscious and breathing very hard. 


Justifiable Homicide. 
There were other witnesses to Easter- 
line’s lawlessness and the coroner's ver- 
dict was justifiable homicide by officers of 
the law in the discharge of their duty. 
Dr. Morzan testified that Easterling was 
shot four times—over the right eye, in the 
right breast, through the right wrist and 
through the right side of the abdomen. The 
latter bullet went clean through the body. ., 
Trere was regret expres3ed by conserva- 
tive citizens that the negro was killed, but 
those who knew Easterling say he was de- 
termined not to be arrested alive.

A Telegraph Lineman Killed at Sed- 
don, Ala.—Houses. Burned. 

Anniston, Ala., May 6.—(Special.)—Thomas 
L. Hutchinson of this city, a Western 
Union telegraph lineman, while putting in 
an instrument at Seddon, twenty-six miles 
west of here, was struck and instantly 
killed by lightning this afternoon shortly 
after 1 o’clock. He had arranged two 
wires coming down from overhead and was 
working with a ground wire which he had 
in his hands, and when he leaned over ac- 
cidentally touching his, femple with the 
wired hanging from overhead, and thus 
forming a circuit, the fatal bolt came. A 
blackened spot on Hutchinson’s temple was 
the only mark or disfigurement. 

Two other men were in the room at the 
time but neither was injured. The light- 
ning.came from a small cloud which had 
gathered almost unnoticed. 

In this city this afternoon lightning did 
considerable damage. Two cottages in Rut- 
ledge, a suburb, one of which was struck, 
were destroyed by the flames. 

The Georgia Pacific passenger depot was 
also struck and set on fire, but the flames 
were extinguished before much damage 
was done. Several trees and telephone 
poles were also struck, but no one was in-

THINKS RYDER 
WAS DRUGGED 


Startling Testimapy. in Talbot Superior 


Court Yesterday. 
‘A PLEA OF RYDER’S ILLNESS 


Causes Judge Butt To Have Dr. Bard- 


well Examine the Prisoner. 


FINDS HIM IN A VERY STRANGE CONDITION 


Intimates That He Had Been Given 
Some Opiate—Motion for a Change 
of Venue Overruled. 


Talbotton, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)—Evl- 


_ @ence to support the motion for a change of 


yenue was introduced until 11:30 a. m With 
two exceptions all the witnesses put up by 
the defense believed the defendant could 
have a fair and impartial trial in this 
county. The state brought forward a num- 
ber of the most influential men of the 
county, who believed that the defendant 
could have a fair and impartial trial. 

On yesterday the defense introduced an 
affidavit from two physicians of Macon who 
stated that they had been called to see Dr. 
Ryder and found him unable to travel to 
Talbotton. It happened that Judge Butt 
learned that Dr. E. L. Bardwell, of Tal- 
botton, was, in Macon, and he wired the 
doctor to examine Ryder and come to Tal- 
botton on the morning train and report 
upon his condition. 

Dr. Bardwell’s Testimony. 
Dr. Bardwell reached the courthouse 


_ about 11 o’clock and was put on the stand. 


He’ stated that he examined Ryder about 
6 o'clock this morning, and found him pros- 
tfated. His pulse ‘was forty-six; his temper- 
ature 96.8, and his skin dry. Deing asked 
what he thought brought about this con- 
dition he answered that the condition might 
be called nervous prostration, but that to 
him he had the appearance of a man who 
had been drugged. He did not mean to cast 
any reflection upon the physicians who had 
been attending Ryder; that the medicines 
had the name of the druggist who com- 
pounded them, and the numbers of the pre- 
scriptions. 

Being asked if the medicine could not 
have been poured out of a bottle with the 
druggist’s label on it and other drugs sub- 
stituted he answered ‘‘Yes.” 

It Caused Commotion. 

This intimation of treachery upon the 
part of some interested one was a bomb 
thr6wn into court, and just what will be 
the result cannot be seen.

| J. Thornton, who was followed by Colonel

speech of his life, which electrified all who 
heard him.

The Motion Overruled. 

The motion for a change of venue was 
Overruled, but on account of the prisoner’s 
condition court was adjourned and the case 
cannot be heard now before the September 
term of the court. 

Judge Butt was right in his ruling. Ryder 
can get as fair a trial here as anywhere 
in Georgia. The real question now is, will 
Ryder ever be brought into court? The 
people do not believe he will. They expect 
the same hand which drugged him in Bibb 
county jail to work some other scheme be- 
fore September. and that this great ease 
will never be enacted here. 

The people feel outraged, and many of 
them have lost faith in the power of the 
courts to deal with criminals who are 
backed by money and influence. 


ON TRIAL AT DALLAS. 


Miller and Parton Charged with Mur- 

. dering Hogan Roberts. 

Dallas, Ga, May 26.—(Special.)—Special 
session of Paulding superior court for the 
trial of jail cases convened here at 2 o’clock 
RP m. On account of sickness in Judge 
danes’s family. Judge Henry, of the Rome 
Circuit, is presiding. 

The case of the state vs. Clabe Miller 
and Parton, charged with the offense of 
murdering Hogan Roberts, a good citizen 
and well-to-do farmer living in the west- 
ern part of the county, on the 3d of March, 
1895, was called. 

The defendants severed, and Clabe Mil- 
ler was put on trial. A jury was stricken 
and the evidence of the state commenced. 

Clabe Miller was tried for this offense 
in August last,,and a verdict df guilty ren- 
dered on circumstancial evidence. A mo- 
tion for anew trial was filed, heard and 
Over-ruled, and the case went to the gsu- 
preme court. The supreme court reversed 
the judgment of the court below, and this 
is the second trial, which will take several 
days, as there is a goodly number of wit- 
messes for the state and’ defense. 

Solicitor Roberts, assisted by . Colonel 
Bartlett, is prosecuting, while the defend- 
ant is represented by Colonels W. E. 
Sparks, Washington, and Joe Northcutt, 
of Acworth.

family were sitting around their fireside, 
between sundown and dark, when two men, 
disguised, stepped into the door with their 
guns presented, and sajd “hands uy" 

and immediately fired on old man Roberts, 
shooting oft his left arm and the shot 
penetrating his left side. Nie lived until 
next morning at 4 o'clock, when he died. 

The motive of the murderers was thought 
‘to be robbery, as it was known that he had 
money, but they made no attempt to rob, 
as they disappeared in the dark after the 
shooting. » ay, ; 

Miller and Paton were arreste@ shortly 
afterwards under a warrant charging them 
with the killing. They waived a prelimin- 
ary hearing and went to jail. In August, 
189%, the grand jury found true bills agaihst 
them. Clabe Miller was put on trial. 

Mrs. Roberts swore she recognized Clabes 
walk as he approached the house. Nancy 
Roberts, the daughter of Hagan Roberts, 
swore she recognized Clabe's voice when 
he demanded that they throw up their 
hands. 

‘There were also found tracks of two 
men approaching the Mouse, one of which 
was made by a person wearing a sharp- 
toed shoe—such a shoe as Clabe Miller 
wore—at the time of the killing. 


This was the main feature of the evi-, 


dence, together with the fact that Clabe, 
in his staterrent, did not account for his 
whereabouts on the evening of the killing 
to the satisfaction of the jury, and he was 
convicted, with a recommendation of the 
jury for mercy.

Arrest of Several Negroes by the Po- 
lice of Americus. 

Americus, Ga, May 26.—(Special.)—The 
police have captured three negroes whom 
they suspect as being implicated in a num- 
ber of petty burglaries committed here 
within the past two weeks. A raid was 
made Sunday night upon the store of John 
T. Taylor, on Cotton avenue, and some 
money and a lot of pocket knives stolen.

Going Down of the ‘“‘Queen City” in the 
River Below Columbus. 

Columbus, Ga., May 26.—(Special.)—News 
reached her» tonight of an unfortunate ac- 
cident which happened this afternoon to the 
Steamer Queen City, of the Merchants’ and 
Planters’ Line, about thirty miles below the 
city on the Chattahoochee river. 

The steamer stiddenly and unexpectedly 
struck a concealed snag, the existence of 
which had been unknown to the pilots, 
resulting in sinking the vessel to the bot- 
tom. It was thought that the snag en- 
countered was the sunken shaft of the old 
ship C. D. Fly, which plied the river 
many years ago. A hole of such size was 
torn in the vessel’s bottom that it sank. 

Fortunately the river is very low, owing 
to the lack of rains amd at the point where 
the accident occurred the stream was only 
about three feet deep. Consequently while 
ihe steamer rested on the’ bottom, not 
even her lower deck was submerged, and 
the passengers aboard were not endan- 
gered in the least, though naturally there 
was considerable excitement immediately 
after the accident. A messenger was sent 
to the city for aid, and at a late hour to- 
night the steamer Apalachee left for fhe 
scene of the occurrence, having on board a 
crew who will aid in repairing as quickly 
as possible the Queen City’s damage.

ANEW JURY WILL 
BB SELECTED 


To Try the Alleged Traian Wreckers ; 
at Jeffersonville. 


SURPRISE IN THE COURTROOM 


When the Judge Abruptly Stepped the 
Trial 


AND DISCHARGED THE JURY IN THE CASE 


It Was Ascertained That Some of the 
Jury Had Conversed with Out- 
* giders on the Case. 


+ Jeffersonville, Ga., May 26.—The trial of 
Criswell had an abrupt termination this 
morning. ; 

It was a lightning stroke from a clear 
sky. As stated in yesterday's special, the 
jury had been made and three witnesses 
examined. The case had made fair progress 
yesterday under the circumstances. The 
jury was put in charge of bailiffs, under 
the charge of his honor, and were promptly 
in court at the hour of assembling this 
morning. 

The state’s counsel ‘asked that the jury 
be sent out and the fact developed that two 
of the jury who had duly qualified were 
relatives of the wife of the former prosecu- 
tor, Deputy Sher‘ff James M. Smith. It 
was also developed that one of the jury 
who had duly qualified and been selected, 
after being placed on his voir dire, had 
sOme months ago expressed the opinion 
that the defendants would be acquitted 
and that they ought to be, because if guilty 
they had been sufficiently punished already. 

This was denied by the juror, but Judge 
Smith deemed the evidence sufficient to 
have the solicitor issue a rule against him. 

Had Talked to the Jury. 

It was also proven that Mr. Glover, a 
brother-in-law of two of the trial jury, had 
talked to these two this morning and that 
on yesterday he was offering to bet that 
there would be an acquittal or a mistrial. 

All of these circumstances caused Judge 
Smith to declare a mistrial and the jury 
was discharged from the consideration of 
the case. These circumstances created a 
decided sensation and at noon today the 
case was no further advanced than before 
it. was sounded yesterday morning. 

Colonel Joe Hall took exceptions to the 
judge’s ruling, mraintaining that the war- 
rant on which Criswell was tricd at the 
original committment trial had been dis- 
missed; that Mr. Smith was not now the 
prosecutor and, therefore, the relationship 
of the jurors to Smith’s wife had no bear- 
ing upon the case whatever. Mr. Rogers, 
the marshal of Cochran, is now the prose- 
cutor. 

At this juncture there was some very 
sharp and snappy sparring between Colonel 
Joe Hall and Colonel Nat Harris, who at 
this time took an active part in-the prosecu- 
tion for the first time. Indeed, there was a 
g00d deal of sputtering and caustic re- 
marks induiged in by nearly all of the at- 
torneys employed in the case. . 

Colenel Hall continues to wear the fierce 
look out of his eyes, which seems to have 
grown chronic with him, and there was a 
cast-iron expression of displeasure on the 
countenances of all of the lawvers which 
remained with them fora long while. There 
Was certainly some temper displayed and 
no doubt whatever that these legal gen- 
tlemen have allowed their feelings in this 
case to run away with their better judg- 
ment and usual Chesterfleldian urbanity. 

After Mr. Hall had been overruled in all 
of these matiers, to which he made excep- 
tions, a new jury was finally made and the 
examination of witnesses began. 

Train Officers Testify. 

Captain Lowry, who was in charge of 
the wrecked passenger train, testified, on 
cross examination, that he did not consider 
a trestle that would sink down on one side 
three or four inches when a train was pass- 
ing over it safe, nor did he consider a tres- 
tle where the heart. of the supports was 
This seems 
to indicate that Colonel Hall intends to 
prove this to have been the condition of 
the trestle at the time the wreck occurred. 

The conductor of the wrecked freight 
train testified that some new piling had 
been placed under the trestle since the 
wreck. All have testified thus far that 
the timbers were all sound. 

That the case will develop some big sen- 
sations seems to be the opinion of all and 
the fur is expected to fly from some source 
before the case is ended. 

The case has been in an almost inextrica- 
ble tangle most of the day. Many excep- 
tions have been filed by the defense and 
the case will certainly go to the supreme 
court if the defendants are found guilty. 

Criswell asked Sheriff. Jones today what 
he thought would be the result of the trial. 
The sheriff answered he did not know. 
Criswell then requested that the. sheriff 
would hang him publicly in the event of a 
conviction. He said he would -as soon die 
that way as any other way. 

Colonel Martin, of Hawkinsville, is now 
conducting the examinations for the state 
and seems to be the leading counsel for 
that side. 

Colonel Hall interrogates witnesses for 
the other side and seems very successful in 


making witnesses tell all they know, how- 
ever reluctant they may be.

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Party Doctrines. 
The Chattanooga Times stands aghast 
at the idea that the New, Hampshire 
democrats should demand protectidn, 
and cries out that this is “altogether-the 
most ridiculous incident of the political 
season to date.” The Times also says 
that if “the aggregation had gone a step 
farther and instructed its delegation to 
vote for McKinley at Chicago, it would 
have made at least a symmetrical, if not 
a sensible record.” 
Such comment as that grows out of the 
fact that there is a woeful ignorance 
among a certain class of writers as to 
what constitutes democratic principles. 
They imagine that the party is a free 
trade party, when any political hand- 
book would set them right on that sub- 
ject. The democratic party is a low 
tariff party, and a low tariff is as dif- 
ferent from free trade as MclKinleyism 
is from democracy. How far the New 
Hampshire democrats have gone toward 
McKinleyism we do not know; but if 
they are to be criticised for taking a 
step in that direction, what is to be said 
of their indorsement of the single gold 
standard, which is purely republican, 
haying never been indorsed by any other 
party. 
The editor of The Times cannot show 
a demand for the gold standard in any 
national democratic platform, or the 
slightest evidence that the party has 
ever indorsed or supported the single 
gold standard in any shapeor form. On 
the contrary, the evidence is all the other 
way and is overwhelming. 7 
Therefore, if the New Hampshire dem- 
ocrats have indorsed a high tariff, and 
have also indorsed the republican gold 
standard policy, their delegates have no 
place at Chicago but should go to St. 
Louis and vote for McKinley. 

If there is one thing that is uniquely 
republican above all others, it is the gold 
standard. This is so well known that, 
until Clevelandism took the place of 
democratic principles in the minds of 
men whose convictions are swayed by 
their personal and selfish interests, no 
democrat in the United States was ever 
heard to indorse the single gold stand- 
ard. 

The whole record of the party, until 
Clevelandism cast its blighting shadow 
over the country, has been opposed to 
the gold standard, opposed to bond issues 
in time of peace, opposed to the national 
banks, and opposed to the contraction 
of the currency.

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The Abuse of American Citizenship. 

A serious defect in the law which be- 
stows upon foreigners the rights of 
American citizenship is pointed out by 
The New Orleans Picayune. 

This defect is ROt So much in the abuse 
of these rights by those who remain in 
this country and who become idettified 
in the course of time with our free 
American institutions, but in the ex- 
treme laxity of the law which permits 
these naturalized citizens to return to 
their old homes and fully enjoy the 
privileges of which they have become 
possessed as citizens of the United 
States. — 

Within the last few years there has 
sprung up a disposition on the part of 
foreign-born citizens to become natural- 
ized under the laws of this country sim- 
ply for the purpose of returning home 
and* claiming exemption by reason of 
their American citizenship from all the 
exactions and duties imposed upon Eu- 
ropean subjects. 

This is no doubt a serious evil and one 
which is calculated to involve this coun- 
try in grave international embarrass- 
ments. Those who seek the protection 
of American citizenship merely for this

upon the country from which they had 
derived this protection. 

ver since the adoption of the consti- 
tution the policy of the government has 
been extremely mild in bestowing the 
rights of citizenship upon those of for- 
eign birth. No evil results were appre- 
hended by the founders of the govern- 
ment, and indeed for more than seventy- 
five years there was nothing which call- 
ed into question the wisdom of the 
fathers in making this provision, 

Even now the difficulty is less perhaps 
in these laws than in the more elastic 
measures which relate to foreign immi- 
gration. The remedy for this evil is in 
the exclusion of the bad elements of 
foreign immigration and not in any mod- 
ification of the law which confers upon 
foreigners the right of citizenship. Such 
a modification as this might operate un- 
justly upon those of foreign birth who 
possess the requisites of good citizen- 
ship and who are anxidus to become 
naturalized in the fullest meaning of 
that term. ; 

Congress has already passed an im- 
portant measure. This measure,. which 
is only waiting for the president’s signa- 
ture, provides that all foreigners who 
come over to this countray must be able 
to read the English lapguage or possess 
a knowledge of sor other language 
which may be accepted as a fair equiv- 
alent. It is believed this will prove a 
correction for some, at least, of the evils 
complained of. 

If our immigration laws are so modi- 
fied as to exclude the vicious elements 
from our population, our laws which be- 
stow the rights of citizenship upon for- 
elgners can be made still more elastic 
without entailing any more serious con- 
sequences upon the republic. 
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The Distribution of Sexes. 

In a recent issue of The American 
Journal of Sociology W. I. Willcox 
furnishes a number of interesting figures 
on the distribution of sexes in the United 
States. 

Taking the census of 1890 as a basis 


he found that out of a total population [| 


of 65,000,000 inhabitants there was an 
overplus of 1,532,052 males. 

‘Expressed in percentage the popula- 
tion of the country Stood: 51.22 per cent 
males and 48.78 per cent females. 
Among the whites the excess of males 
was pronounced, while among the blacks 
the excess of females was equally pro- 
nounced. Analyzing the Chinese popuia- 
tion of the country he found that 96 per 
cent were males. This is explained by 
the fact that Chinamen, as a rule, do not 
bring their wives or female relatives to 
this country, as they do not care to 
transfer to the United States those in- 
terests which they hold sacred. 

Among: foreign-born whites there are 
five males to every four females. The ex- 
cesS of males among the foreign born, 
however, does not account for the excess 
of males in the country as a whole, since 
the excess of foreign-born’ males was 
but 781,849 against 1,532,932 for all 
classes of the population. 

The Baltimore Sun, in discussing these 
figures, calls attention to the fact that 
the states in which the females are in 
excess are those lying along the Atlan- 
tic coast from New Hampshire to Geor- 
gia. In Massachusetts the population 
is 51.08 female, and in Georgia 50.57 fe- 
male. This is due to the fact that in the 
migrations westward which have taken 
place the males have largely prepond- 
erated. Excess of females appears to 
go with density of population. Twelve 
states which have an excess of females 
are states which have the most compact 
population. 

Aceording to the last census, seven- 


‘tenths of all the cities in the United 


States having a population of more than 
2,500 had an excess of females. This 
goes to prove that native males are 
more abundant in the rural districts than 
in the cities. ‘The rural population for 
1890 was 20,708,894 males and 19,180,- 
931 females, showing a difference of 
1,527,965 males. The city population 
was 11,358,986 males and 11,373,489 fe- 
males, showing a difference of 14,455 
females. 
Nebraska’s Noble Response. 

The little state of Nebraska is making 
a noble effort to relieve the destitution 
brought on by the recent severe storm 
which swept over the state of Texas. 

There is something to admire m the 
zeal with which the people of Nebraska 
have responded to the ery of suffering 
Texas, In the midst of a most exciting 
political campaign, with varied and im- 
portant interests at stake, the movement 
in behalf of the unfortunate victims of 
the storm has been prosecuted with 
marked enthusiasm. 

From the reports which appear in the 
newspapers of that state it seems that 
the movement is one of a general char- 
acter and. is confined to no particular 
section. Contributions have poured in 
from every quarter and carloads of pro- 
visions and other supplies will tbe sent 
to the sufferers with a friendly message 
of good cheer from Nebraska. 

Some time ago the people of that state 
were the victims of a similar misfor- 
tune. For many weeks a drought pre 
vailed in the northern part of the state, 
converting that vast region into a burn- 
ing desert and driving hundreds away 
from home to seek relief from the fright- 
ful visitation. 

Those who remained in the state were 
thneatened with death in its most revolt- 
ing aspect. The cry of distress was 
heard in every part of the land and the 
south was the first to respond with sub- 
stantial aid. A movement was started 
in Georgia, under the leadership of Gov- 
ernor Northen, and as the result of this 
enterprise a long train of cars, loaded 
with provisions, started on its long jour- 
ney dcross the continent. . 

Other states responded in a like man- 
ner, and among these was Texas. There 
was no thought of realizing any return 
from the assistance which was thus ren- 
dered, and the only purpose which those 
who engineered the movement had in 


| view was to relieve the sufferings of 


the helpless and starving people of Ne- 
braska.

Such visitations as these 
are frightful to contemplate, but they 
bring us nearer together, causing es- 
trangement and envy to be forgotten, 
and emphasizing in a most effective 
manner the brotherhood of the American 
people. 

Telegraphic dispatches bring the in- 
formation that a most destructive cy- 
clone has swept over the state of Mich- 
igan. If this information is correct, and 
if want follows in the wake of the death- 
producing storm, another opportunity is 
opened up for exemplifying the charac- 
teristic which Nebraska has so nobly 
illustrated and for proving to the world 
that while the people of this country 
may be possessed of many minds, they 
are after all but one in heart and in 
brotherhood.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


One of the London newspapers, In com- 
menting upon the death of the late shah 
of Persia states that eighteen rulers have 
been assassinated during the present cen- 
tury. The first victim was Emperor Paul 
who was murdered in 1801 by palace con- 
spirators. Then followed a pause in the 
record for nearly thirty years, after which, 
in 1831, Capodistias, the president of the 
provisional government of Greece, was dis- 
patched. In 1854 the duke of Palma was 
assassinated. The turn of transatlantic 
presidents began with the president of 
Hayti, in 1859. The South American series 
included Colonel Balta, president of Peru, 
in 1872; Moreno, president of Ecuador, in 
the same year, and his successor, Guftierez, 
in 1873. President Lincoln was the first 
North American president to be asassinat- 
ed; Abdul Asis was bled to death in a 
warm bath in 1874; President Garfield was 
shot in 1880, and Alexander I was blown 
“up in 1881. Carnot was; murdered in the 
midst of civic festivities at Lyons. The 
queen of Corea was the last to be added 
to the black list. Four beys of Algiers were 
murdered in this century. The executed 
monarchs were Murat, Iturbide and Max- 
imilian of Austria, each and all of whom 
tempted fate. The king most often and 
most seriously shot at was Louis Philippe, 
who somehow was never hurt by his would- 
be assassins. The most desperate attempt 
was by Fieschi, the Corsican, who operated 
with an infernal machine. He was once 
fired upon at such close quarters that the 
flash’ of the pistol get fire to the bonnet of 


Queen Marie Amelie, who sat heside him 


| in & carriage. But one serious attempt was 


made to assassinate Napoleon; it was with 
an infernal machine, Napoleon III had two 
harrow escapes, One was when the’Orsini 
bombs exploded round his carriage, and the

& ball meant for his guest, Alexander I, 
whizzed by his ear and shot his aid-de- 
camp’s horse,

in producing long life. He has found,that 
the highest grade of civilization does not 
tend to produce longevity. The German em- 
pire, with’ 655,000,000 population, has but 
seveny-eight subjects who are more than 
a hundred years old. France, with fewer 
than 40,000,000, has 213 persons who have 
passed their one-hundredth birthdays. Eng- 
land has 146; Ireland, 578; Scotland, 46; Den- 
mark, 2; Belgium, 6; Sweden, 10, and Nor- 
Way, with 2,000,000 inhabitants, 23. Switzer- 
land does not boast a single centenarian, 
but Spain, with about 18,000,000 population, 
has 401. The most amazing figures found 
by the German statistician came from that 
troublesome and turbulent region known as 
the Balkan peninsula. Servia has 575 per- 
sons who are more than a hundred‘ years 
old; Roumania, 1,084, and Bulgaria, 3,883. 
in other words, Bulgaria has a centenarian 
to every 1,000 inhabitants, and thus holds 
the international record for old inhabitants. 
In 1892 alone there died in Bulgaria 850 per- 
sons of more than a hundred years. In the 
Balkan peninsula, moreover, a person is 
not regarded as on the verge of the grave 
the moment he becomes a centenarian. For 
instance, in Servia there were in 1890 290 
persons between 106 and 115 years, 123 be- 
tween 115 and 125, and eighteen between 126 
and 135. Three were between 135 and 140.

Thence back to 
Washington, pausing at every favored spot 
to be feted and feasted. 

The 
town will be stuffed with people, soldiery, 
citizens and correspondents. The soldiers 
from the fort here are going and so they 
are from many another southern post. It 
will be a grand gathering of military and 
a most ambitious display. But the highest 
evidence, the country will take it, of the 
fact that Nashville is attempting a big 
thing is that they have enlisted 
the Washington correspondent. In this 
country when a big thing is to be done, a 
president to be made or a big exposition 
started, the first and the important thing to 
do is to get in harmony with the Wash- 
ington newspaper man.

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HUDSON RECEIVES 


HIS SENTENCE 


The Jury Returned a Verdict of In- | 


voluntary Manslaughter. 


THE VERDICT CAUSED SURPRISE 


Hudson Must Pay a Fine of $500 and 
Remain in Jail Six Months. 


JUDGE CANDLER DELIVERS AN ABLE CHARGE 


And Roasts the Police Department for 
Furnishing Deadly Weapons to 
the Officers. 


A verdict in the Hudson case was found 
late yesterday afternoon by the jury anda 
the ex-policeman wags given a fine of $300 
and a sentence of six months in the Ful- 
ton county jail. 

The case went to the jury just before 
noon and it was four hours before a ver- 
dict was reached. Just after 4 o'clock 
the jury filed into the courtroom and the 
verdict was read by Solicijor Hill. 

The verdict was that Hudson was guilty 
of involuntary manslaughter in the com- 
mission of a lawful act without due cau- 
tion and circumspection. 

The charge was under the head of a mis- 
demeanor, and the law authorized a fine 
of $1,000, six months in jail and twelve 
months at hard labor upon the public 
works of the county. 

The verdict was a great surprise to every 
one in the courtroom, and Judge Candler 
stated that he saw no way unde rthe law 
that such a verdict could have been found, 
as he was satisfied that a verdict of mur-

der would have stood in the supreme 
court. He said he regretted that the jury 
should have returned a verdict inflicting 
such light punishmrent for the commis- 
sion of such a crime, as he feared that 
the practice of shooting indiscriminately 
on the streets would not be discouraged in 
the future. 

Hudson was sentenced to pay a fine of 
$500 and be imprisoned six months in the 
county jail. In default of the payment 
of the fine, he must serve twelve months 
in the county chaingang. 

Before imposing the fine, Judge Candler 
stated that he hesitated, as he was at a 
loss to know what to do in the case. 

“I am told that the prisoner is a poor 
man and has no property; he’has a wife 
and family, and I realize that the money 
with which he must pay his fine will de- 
prive his family, yet the law nrust be up- 
held. A verdict of murder would doubt- 
less have stood, and Mr. Hudson should 
thank his lucky star and able counsel that 
such was not the finding of the jury into 


whose hands the case was entrusted.’ 

Judge James A. Anderson and Peter 
Francisco Smith, counsel for the defense, 
made able and eloquent speeches before 
the jury. The line of the defense was 
that Hudson was in the discharge of his 
duty as an officer of the law, when he 
Was told to capture a thief. The officer 
started in pursuit, but seeing that he was 
out distanced and the way was clear, 
crew his pistol and fired, and that was on 
account of the bullet glancing that James 
Decatur was killed. They insisted 
that there was no malice or intention 
On the part of the officer and the result 
of the shooting was entirely accidental. 

Solicitor Hill took the position that Hud- 
s80n was guilty of criminal negligence when 
he fired a deadly weapon into a crowded 
thoroughfare, and urged the jury to bring 
in a verdict of murder. In his closing 
Speech before the jury Solicitor Hill ap- 
Pealed to the manhood and self-respect of 
the jurors and asked that they uphold the 
law. i 

The Charge of Judge Candler. 

The charge of Judge Candller was an 
@ble document and he clearly explained 
the law, defining murder and other de- 
grees of crime which could be deduced 
from the circumstances of the killing. 

Judge Candler stated the circumstances 
of the shooting and fully explained what 
nrurder was and how it was to be punish- 
ed by the law. 

| charge you that if the killing of the 
Person named in the bill of indictment is 
Bhown by the evidence beyond a reason- 
able doubt to have been the act of ‘the 
defendant, Hudson, then the law pre-~ 
Sumes malice and denominates such kill- 
ing murder, unless it should appear from 
the evidence offered to prove such killing 
that circumstances existed excusing or 
jutifying the act, or mitigating it so as to 
make it a lesser offense, as will be ex- 
Plained in these instructions.” 

After explaining the degrees of murder 
&@nd the punishment, Judge Candler con- 
tinued: 

“I charge you in this case, if you be- 
Meve from the evidence that Burrell Leon- 
ard had, previous to this time, wrongfully 
and fraudulently taken and carried away 
&@ cheese from the sidewaik in front: of 
the store of O. L. Stamps, of the value 
of $3, and the property of Stamps, then 
the said Leonard would have been guilty 
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able as for a misdemeanor, and I charge 
you that an officer has no right or author- 
ity to shoot at one charged with a mis- 
demeanor, with a pistol in order to arrest 
him for such an offense, and should an 
officer in order to stop one, guilty of Only 
a misdemeanor, one who was fleeing from 
him only, shoot at and kill such a one, 
then, in law, he would be guilty of mur- 
der; and if you believe from the evidence 
in this case beyond a reasonable doubt 
that this defendant, under these circum- 
Stances fired a pistol at Burrell Leonard 
with intent to kill, and in such firing miss- 
ed Leonard and shot and killed the de- 
ceased, ag alleged in this bill of indictmef*, 
he would be guiity of murder an dit would 
be your duty to so find. 
Charges a Verdict of Murder. 

“If you believe, front the evidence, be- 
yond a reasonable doubt that the defendnat 
pointed a pistol, such a weapon as would 
be likely to produce death, at Burrell 
Leonard and that sald Burrell Leonard 
was not charged with any crime other than 
that of a misdemeanor, and discharged 
said pistol either with malice afcrethought 
or with a reckless and total disregard of 
human life, and that the use of said 
Weapon as used by the said defendant 
was Hable to kill the said Leonard and in 
said pointing and discharging the said 
weapen, the deceased was killed, then the 
defendant would be guilty of the offense 
of murder. 

“If you should believe from the evidence 
that the defendant fired at Leonard with- 
out any intention of killing him, and that 
the firing at him was not such an act at 
that place and at that time as in its con- 
Sequences naturally tended to destroy the 
life of a human being, or that the act was 
not committéd in the prosecution of a 
riotous intent, then and in that event it 
would be your duty to find the defendant 
guilty of the offense of involuntary man- 
slaughter in the comnorission of a lawful 
act. 

A Thief Must Not Be Killed. 

“If you should believe from the evi- 
dence that at the time Leonard was 
only guilty of a misdemeanor, and that 
this defendant only sought to arrest him 
for a misdemeanor and that Leonard was 
fleeing to escape arrest, then it would 
make no difference how many thefts had 
been committed by Leonard prior to this 
time nor would it make any difference 
how many terms he had served in_ the 
chaingang. The law does not authorize 
any one to kill another because he hap- 
pens to be a thief, nor would it affect the 
guilt or innocense of this defendant as 
to whether or not he was sorry for this 
act after it was done. 

“The law in execution of public justice 
does not command an officer to shoot at 
one fleeing from arrest charged only with 
a misdemeanor nor does it permit an of- 
ficer in advancement of public justice to 
shoot at such fleeing person. To make 
such homicide justifiable there must be an 
absolute necessity for it, it must be done 
in good faith to the public and not in 


| gratification of revenge or recklessly. 


If Justifiable He Is Innocent. 

“Our law provides that if the homicide is 
justifiable, the person indicted shall, upon 
trial, be duly acquitted and discharged. 

“Under the constitution and laws of 
Georgia, the jury is the judge of the law 
and the facts, but as to the law, the judge 
is the constitutional advisor of the jury, 
and the jury is bound to receive the law as 
delivered to it by the court. The jury is 
the judge of evitience. The court expresses 
to you an opinion as to what is or not to 
be proved in this case. You decide as to 
what is the truth of the evidence, apply 
your conclusions on the evidence to what 
I tell you is the law governing the evidence 
and from all make up your verdict.”’ 

Judge Candler then gave the usual direc- 
tions of law governing juries and expressed 
the forms of the verdict for all of the de- 
cisions possible to have been derived from 


the evidence. 
Guilty of a Misdemeanor. 

At 4 o’clock the jury returned a verdict 
as follows: 

‘We, the jury, find the defendant gcuilty 
of involuntary manslaughter in the commis- 
sion of a lawful act without due caution 
and circumspection.”’ 

Previous to the finding of the verdict, the 
foreman asked for a_ consultation with 
Judge Candler. The judge was asked what 
the penalty was for imvoluntary man- 
slaughter, and after a consultation between 
the attorneys, the entire jury was brought 
into the courtroom and was instructed on 
this point. 

Judge Candler informed the jury, howev- 
er, that they had nothing whatever to do 
with the penalty, as their duty alone was 
to decide the charge, and the penalty would 
be fixed by the court. 


The Verdict a Great Surprise. 

Before passing sentence upon Hudson, 
Judge Candler spoke atlength upon the 
vei cict. . : 

“T can’t see how in the world the jury 
returned. this verdict,” said Judge Can- 
dier, “and I am greatly surprised at the 
finding. This verdict seems to be very 
different from the evidence and the law as 
charged by the court. 

“But then I have done my duty, and I 
am confident that the jury did what they 
believed was right. I scarcely knew what 
to do with this defendant. The law is very 
plain on the subject and,I am at a loss 
to know just what punishment I may inflict 
upon him in order to put a stop to this 
practice cf shooting on the streets. 

‘Tt is now no unusual] thing for a firearm 
to be discharged on the thoroughfare and I 
believe the time has come when this thing 
should be stopped and the law enforced. I 
have the authority to impose a fine of $1,600, 
to send him to the chaingang for twelve 
mcnths or confine him in jail for six 
months, all if I deemed it necessary, but 
I do not know what is best to do. 

“By his own statement he is guilty of 
murder, for he said in his statement upon 
the stand that he shot at the thief. He is 
s2-lf-convicted, but then the verdict does 
not agree with my charge, and I suppose 
the jury thought they knew more about 
law than I know.”’ 


Roasts the Police Departmenf. 

“Probably the city is just as guilty as 
this defe: Gant,” said Judge Canéler, “for 
he told the jury on the stand that he was 
compelied by the city to carry this deadly 
weapon. 

“He said the city made him leave the sta- 
tion house with this pistol, and he was daily 
inspected, and if the pistol was not found 
stuck away in his pocket he would not be 
allowed to go on duty. 

“For the life of me I can’t understand 
why a civilized city like Atlanta should 
place such deadly weapons in the pockets 
of its officers and send them forth. 

‘Every day the policemen of Atlanta 
leave the station house with a gun under 
their coat they violate the law of the 
state. The city educates and compels 
them to carry concealed weapons and every 
little bailiff you find will have two ugly 
pistols rammed down in his hip pockets. 

‘‘A policeman should only use his weapon 
when his life is'in danger. It might be ex- 
cusable for an officer to shoot at a murder- 
er who was escaping, but then he should 
shoot only to hurt and stop him and not to 
kill him.” 

Judge Candler said he did not wish to 
discourage the police in the discharge of 
their duties, as the city and state needed 
their services, but he did want to make 
them pause and think before jeopardizing 
human life. : 

Hudson Is Now in Jail. 

Hudson was placed in the county jail 
yesterday afternoon as soon as his trial 
was concluded and he begins at once to 


‘serve his six months’ sentence. 


Unless the fine of $800 is paid he wiil 
serve twelve months on the public works, 
the sentence to begin after the six months 
confinement in jail expires.

ComptroHer of the Currency J, H. Eckels 
will not meet Colonel J. W. Robertson, of 
Habersham, in joint debate Friday night. 

At a meeting of the executive committee 
of the gold club yesterday morning the 
letter addressed to President Alex Smith 
by Major John C. Whitner, president of the 
Fulton, County Bimetallic League, asking 
for a division of time, was considered. 

Realizing the futility of their arguments 
when matched against the flawless facts of 
the tribune of the mountains, the gold 
men decided to decline the request. Presi- 
dent Smith was instructed to write ihe 
letter of declination. In ‘this letter he 
brought out certain reasens why it would 
be incompatible with the doctrine of the 
gold men to have the cause of silver dis- 
cussed by Colonel Robertson. 

President Smith crawfished out on quick- 
sand, and the reply of Major Whitner, 
which was delivered yesterday afternoon, 
shows the absuridity of the position taken 
by the gold club. 

Mr. Smith’s Letter. 

Mr. Smith’s letter declining was as fol- 
lows: 

“Hon, John C. Whitner, President Ful- 
ton County Bimetallic League, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: Your communication of May 
2oth requesting an arrangement for a joint 
discussion of the financial question be- 
tween Hon. J. H. Eckels, comptroller of 
the currency of the United States, and 
Colonel J. W. Robertson, of Habersham 
county, Georgia, was duly received and 
brought to the attention of the executive 
committee of the Young Men’s Democratic 
Sound Currency Club, , 

“The executive con:mittco instructed me 
to reply to your letter and decline vour 
proposition for a joint discussion between 
the gentlemen named. It is very probable 
that within a day or tw», if you leave the 
proposition open and are willing to make 
the issue squarely on the advisability of this 
government inaugurating the free and un- 
limited and independent coinage of silver 
at the ratio of 16 to 1, we will provide a 
speaker to meet Colonel Robertson in joint 
debate: on that issue. 

“I desire to add that, unless the name of 
your organization incorrectly states its 
object, there is no material controversy 
between us justifving a joint discussion, 
The proposition which we oppose is the 
free, wilimited and independent coinage of 
silver at 16 to 1. 
on bimetallism—we are fighting silver mono- 
metallism. We do not find any proposi- 
tion in your creed advocating the free, 
unlimited and indenendent coinage of silver 
at 16 to 1. When a club is organized on 
that platform and declares for that policy 
it will form an issue with us which we will 
discuss jointly and severally, publicly and 
privately on all proper occasions, I take the 
liberty of inclosing herewith our platform 
and public address. These propositions ex- 
press our faith and we are prepared to 
maintain them, but we desire the issue to 
be squarely made, not switched off into col- 
lateral matters, Yours truly,

Major Whitner’s Strong Reply. 

To this Major Whitner made reply yes- 
terday afternoon as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga, May 26.—Mr. Alexander W. 
Smith, President Sound Money Club. Dear 
Sir: Your letter of the 26th*instant has 
just been handed to me, in which you decline 
the proposition for a joint discussion be- 
tween Hon. J. HM. Eckles, comptroller of 
the currency of the United States, and 
Colonel J. W. Robertson, of Habersham 
county, Georgia. 

“You further thold out the hope that if I 
leave the proposition open, and will cut- 
line the issue in a way that suits, 
it is very probable that you will provide a 
speaker to meet Colonel Robertson. 

“You are well aware, I suppose, that 
Colonel] Robertson is not in the employ of 
the government. His time belongs to him- 
self, and we are not willing to say what he 
will do with so indefinite a proposition as 
you present, 

“We are very much gratified at the 
statement you make after the indefinite 
reference to the probability of a discussion, 
that there is ‘no material controversy be- 
tween us justifying a joint discussion.’ We 
were led to believe that there was a inarked 
difference, judging from the character of 
the speakers who have been invited @0 ad- 
dress your club. The public speeches of 
Hon. Josiah Patterson for two years pest 
have antagonized every principle that has 
been announced by the club I preside over, 
and the public speeches of Hon. J. H. Eck- 
els are diametrically opposed to the reso- 
lutions which so clearly enunciate the true 
principles of democracy, for the success of 
which we are contending. You canrot 
be ignorant of the fact that the two speak- 
ers referred to and those from whom they 
get their political instructions, are devoting 
their whole time and energies to the ée- 
fense of the single gold standard and cur 
rency contraction policy which is so dia- 
metrically opposed to the real interests of 
the people. We are led to believe from the 
tenor of your letter that you 
do not agree with these speakers, and we 
regret that you are feeling around in the 
dark at this late date to find an issue. 

“You inclose us a copy of your address, 
for which please accept my thanks, Ad- 
dresses, you will readily understand, are 
very difficult subjects to have joint discus- 
sions on. What guranteé have we that you 
might not issue another and a different ad- 
dress the morning after the joint discussion 
if it were possible to discuss this one? I 
hand you herewith a copy of the resolu- 
tions passed by our last meeting. They 
voice our sentiment on the financial ques- 
tion fully and frankly, and we do not pro- 
pose to have your club dodge this issue now 
nor hereafter. There is no double mean- 
ing to these resolutions, and I say here 
and now that no good democrat, whio has 
his party’s and his country’s good at heart, 
can fail or refuse to agree to them. That 
some men are trying to dodge them does 
not surprise me.

“We hold, to the use of both gold and 
silver as the standard money-of the coun- 
try and to the coinage of both metals with- 
out discrimination against either or charge 
for mintage, as pledged by the democratic 
platform, : 

“We hold that since silver has, been de- 
preciated by adverse legislation its value 
can be restored by the repeal of the in- 
famous laws which have appreciated the 
value of gold in the reverse proportion to 
the depreciation which has been wrought 
in silver—a scheme purposely concocted to 
put additional burdens on the shoulders of 
the debtors of the country and which has 
robbed labor of its honest wages, depressed 
the value of all property and laid heavy 
hands on the business and industrial de- 
velopment of the country. It has done 
what secretary Carlisle prophesied it would 
do when, as a member of congress, he de- 
Mounced it as the greatest conspiracy of 
the age. 

“As the bonds issued by the government 
are pledged to be paid in coin, and as con- 
gress has distinctly refused to make them 
payable in gold alone, we hold that they 
should be paid under the terms of the con- 
tract in either gold or silver. 

“Recognizing at all times the duty of 
thé government to meet its honest obliga- 
tions, we are opposed to the further issue 
of bonds in time of peace, and we noid it 
to be an outrage on the people to burden 
future generations with millions of bond- 
ed indebtedness when the vaults of the 
treasury are burdened with uncoined bul- 
lion and when the government has other 
money on hand with which to meet its 
obligations, If the emergency for a bond 
issue should arise, we hold that as the peo- 
ble are to pay the obligation thus incurred, 
no issue of bonds should be authorized un- 
less by the consent of the people’s repr2sen- 
tatives in congress. 

“We are opposed to the contraction of 
the currency by the retirement of the 
greenbacks, 

“We pledge ourselves not to vote for 
any delegate to the state convention who is 
in favor of sustaining the single gold stand- 
ard and reducing the currency of the coun- 
try to a gold basis. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the bonded 
indebtedness of the country has been great- 
ly lesgened since the war, the payment 
of the balance still due requires the ex- 
penditure of médre human labor and a 
greater outlay of the staple products of 
the country than would have been necessary 
to meet the entire debt of the country 
twenty-five years ago. This is a discrimin- 
nation against the producers of the coun- 
try which works hardship alike on labor 
and capital and which ghould not be tol- 
erated by a free people.”

C. Little is proprietor of the Three Aces 
bar on Decatur street, where Brown was 
employed, and the two men became en- 
gaged in a difficulty, which resulted rather 
seriously for the proprietor. 

Brown was arrestei and tried before 
Judge Calhoun and served a term in the 
stockade.

GEORGIA BONDS 


AT A PREMIUM 


The Governor Awards the Whole Issue to 


a Syndicate Formed in Atlanta. 
MONEY SAVED THE STATE 


By the Action of the Executive on 
Yesterday in Awarding the Sale. 


ONE HUNDRED AND SIX FOR FOURS THE PRICE 


A Syndicate Organized by Mr. W. H. 
Patterson Carries Off the Prize. 
All Original Bids Rejected. 


Georgia’s new issue of bonds, amounting 
to $242,000, was sold yesterday to a syndi- 
cate organized by Mr. W. H. Pattersen 
at a premium of 106, the bonds to bear a 
4 per cent rate of interest. 

This bid was accepted late yesterday 
afternoon by the governor, all other bids 
having first been refused. 

For a while it looked as if Randolph, 
Kleybolt & Co., of Cincinnati, would get 
the whole issle. This firm bid 106.54 for 
the whole issue at 4 per cent, This was 
the highest bid, and would probably have 
been accepted, cnly there was a hitch 
about the check that the firm deposited 
with their bid. 

A String Tied to It. 

Instead of being made payable to the 
treasurer, without further condition, the 
check was made payable to “RK. U. Harde- 
man, when bonds are legally issued and 
when accepted by us.”’ 

Governor Atkinson thought that this 
looked like a loophole through which the 
firm could crawl. According to the wording 
of the check, the Cincinnati firm could 
have put the bonds on the market, and if 
they failed to sell them, could have re- 
fused to pay the check and have thrown 
the bonds back on the state. Governor At- 
kinson suspected some such design and 
sent for Mr. Shaw, the representative of 
Randolph, Kleybolt & Co., and told him 
that unless the check was made payable 
unconditionally to the treasurer the bid 
of his firm would not be considered. 

Then Mr. Shaw said he would change 
the check to read that it would be paid in 
case it could be shown that Georgia had 
never repudiated her debts. This looked 
like trifling with the executive department, 
so Governor Atkinson turned down the bid 
of Randolph, Kleybolt & Co., and being 
unwilling to accept any lower bid, declared 
all the bids off. 

At this juncture Mr. W. H. Patterson, 
of Atlanta, got among some of the financial 
men present, and among them they put in 
a bid for the whole lot at 106 at 4 per 
cent. The governor accepted the offer and 
the issue. accordingly goes to Mr. Patter- 
son and his colleagues at that figure. 

A Splendid Figure. 

This winds up the bond sale on a splen- 
did basis. As the bonds go at a premium, 
it will not be necessary to sell the ewhole 
issue. The premium will represen: about 
twelve thousand dollars’ worth of bends at 
par and the state thus saves a good round 
sum and reduces its indebtedness $12,000 at 
one clip. - 

The governor and the treasury officials 
are very much pleased at the outcome of 
the sale, which ts one of the best ever 
made by Georgia, or by any state in the 
unfon.

the great questiens of the day. Even if 
you never use them they develop the intel- 
lectuality and purge the mind of senti- 
mentality°and sensationalism. Aim, above 
all things, to be ar artist. Purpose novels 
are merely the reflection of =popular 
thought. They are not creative and are, 
therefore, not permanent. Literature is, 
primarily, an art—the greatest of ali arts— 
and should be approached in no other 
spirit. If I thought you would listen to 
me I.would add: Don’t write fiction before 
vou are thirty. One more suggestion: Tahe 
a fiing of a few years in newspaper work. 
There is no training so thorough if you 
stay not in journalism tco long.’”’

“Unusually hot, sunshiny weather con- 
tinued throughout the state during the 
past seven days, but scattered local show- 
ers have generally improved crop condi- 
tions. More rain is needed, especially for 
pastures, gardens and fruit. The two-prin- 
cipal crops are standing the drought re- 
markable well, and being free of grass and 
Weeds and well cultivated, will grow. off 
rapidly when rains come. Pastures and 
gardens are suffering badly, and fruit trees 
continue shedding their fruit. Melon vines 
are growing well and are unusually free 
of the insects that ordinarily prey upon 
them at this stage of their growth. 

“At the present writing a heavy rain 
storm is passing over Atlanta, and it is 
probable good showers will be experienced 
throughout the northern and central sec- 
tions of the state. 

North Section. 

“The backbone of the drought has been 
partially broken by local showers and the 
g@eneral prospects for a decided improve- 
ment in crops is very encouraging. Corn 
fis looking well and clean, though some com- 
plain of budworms in bottom land. Cotton 
is growing very nicely considering the 
drought, but a good season is necessary to 
give it the right kind of a start. Gardens 
are suffering the most for want of moisture, 
and fruit continues dropping off, and will 
be shorter than expected. Wheat is prom- 
ising for a fair yield, and almost ready to 
harvest. Eearly oats almost a failure, but 
fall oats are looking well. The past week 
may be considered as being favorable for 
reviving crops generally in this section, and 
with an encouraging season in the near fu- 
ture, which looks probable, a rich har- 
Vest may be expected. 

Central Section. 


“The reports received from the crop .cor- 
Tespondents of the central counties of the 
estate are a little more cheerful and en- 
couraging than those received last week. 
Most of the counties have been visited dur- 
ing the past week by showers. They were 
only partial in their nature, but the bene-

“Cotton has shown very little effects of 
the drought, and is in very good condition, 
and it is nearly all chopped out and sided. 
The dry weather has enabled the planter 
to get his farm work well in hand, and all 
the crops are clean and free from grass 
and weeds. Oats are being cut. The spring 
Oats are poor, but fall oats are very good; 
the stalk short, but the heads are good. 
Large quantities of potato slips were set 
out after the rain fell. 

“Gardens have, in most sections, taken 
on new life, but they still need moisture. 
Watermelons and berries are’ reported as 
g00d crops. Fruit, which gave so much 
promise the first part of the season, has 
fallen off considerably, and not much of a 
crop is expected. In some sections the 
peach crop is all but a failure. Wheat crop 
good, but very little sown. 

Southern Section. 


“Although there. has been improvement 
in the condition of crops in the southern 
counties during the past week, more rain {s 
still needed. The week has been excessive- 
ly hot, with scattered showers. Oats are 
reported ‘ripe, but will not be a large yield.’ 
Cotton has apparently stood the dry weath- 
er better than other crops, and is growing 
fairly well. Many farmers complain of 
their peaches falling from the trees, and 
express doubt as to the future prospect of: 
the crop. Corn is growing nicely, but needs 
rain. Gardens, where favored by rain, 
are in nice condition. Peanuts and water- 
melons in good shape. Should the coming 
week be a showery one, there will no doubt 
be a very decided improvement in crops.

ROAD THROUGH 


wr. E. A. Richards Talks. of the 
Northeastern Extension. 


WORK BEGINS ON JUNE 15TH | 


Three Routes Will Probably Be Sur- 
veyed from Athens to Chattanooga. 


THE NEW MANAGEMENT BESINS NEXT MONTH 


‘Mr. Richards Says He Will Place a 


Surveying Corps in the Field for 
Preliminary Work. 


Mr. E, A. Richards will formerly assume 
control of the Northeastern railroad next 
Monday, and within fifteen days he says he 
will have a corps of engineers in the field 
making the preliminary survey of the pro- 
posed extension to Chattanooga. 

Since his connection with the scheme Mr. 
Richards has met with much encourage- 
ment, and he has been assured of all the 
financial aid that may be necessary to Car~ 
ry out his plans. Many property owners 
along the proposed line have offered him 
encouragement and he is entirely satisfied 
with his work so far. 

The leasing of the road from Athens to 
Lula is but the beginning, he says, and he 
believes there will be no difficulty in build- 
ing the road on to Chattanooga. The pro- 
posed line will pass through some of the 
most valuble mineral lands in the state 
and will afford an excellent outlet which 
for years has been sought for by the 
owners of large estates and mining inter- 
ests in north Georgia. 

Three routes will probably be surveyed, 
and after the estimates are made is com- 
pany will select the cheapest and most prof- 
jtable to the interests of the road. One 
route is to extend the road direct from Lu- 
la to Chattanooga; another is to tap the 
present line at Harmony Grove and drop 
down to Gainesville, and then continue in 
a straight line to Chattanooga. The third 
route to be surveyed has not been outlined, 
but it will doubtless lie between the two 
routes intimated. 

The Northeastern is at present forty miles 


fong, comnecting Athens and Lula. If the 


road is extended from Lula, 100 miles of 
track will be laid to Chattanooga, at a cost 
of about $20,000 per mile, passing through 
Jasper and Dalion. This section is rich 
in minerals and is teeming with marble 
quarries, which, at .he present, have no di- 
rect outlet. If the road is built through this 
territory the vust properties will be ds: 
velc ped and thousands of dollars will be ex- 


‘pended in putting in modern machinery in 


plants which are now lying idie. 

The proposed route through Gainesville, 
leaving the present line at Harmony Grove, 
will also pass through valuable property. 
The citizens of Gainesville are anxious to 
secure ihe road ani have offered bberal 
encouragement for it to pass their way. 

The Scheme Will Succeed. 

Mr. Richards is exceedingly hopeful and 
gays he will succeed in his scheme without 
doubt. 

“] have already succeeded,” said Mr. 
Richards yesterday. “‘The bond, filed with 
the governor is-entirely satisfactogy, and 
though it is foy only $15,000, the bondsmen 
have justified themselves for more than ten 
times that amount. 


“The bondsmen are: southern men end 


well known financiers, but their names for 
the present will not be made public. 

“On June 15th a corps of. civil engineers 
will be placed in the field and they will 
make the preliminary survey. Ihe first 
route will probably be from Lula /irect to 
Chattanooga. After this line has been 
run, the second line wll be mapped cut 
and run through Gainesville, leaving the 
main line at Harmony Grove, which is 
about twenty miles from Athens, 

“When the line is built, it will be 120 miles 
long and will place Chattanooga seventy- 
six miles nearer New York. It will give 
Dalton an additional line, and will make a 
short line for the marble men lying between 
Dalton and Athens, 

“I have yet much work to accomplish,”’ 
said Mr: Richards, ‘“‘but I have seen far 
enough ahead to know that.1 will succeed. 
The people in that section of the state are 
anxious to have the line extended, and I 
believe I will secure ample subscriptions to 
Carry the project through.’ 

What Is the Road’s Future? 

Mr. Richards was asked what he thought 
of the scheme from a financial standpoint. 

“It is a solid and sure investment,’’ said 
he, “and wiil increase in value every year. 
The owners of marble quarries thave con- 
ferred with me, and I am promised that 
much vaiuable mineral land will be devei- 
Oped if the road ig built, 

“One marble man has offered $50,000 for 
that much of bonds, and others have told 
me that they will cheerfully contribute to 
the success of the enterprise. 

“Within two years trains will be running 
from Athens to Chattanooga, and so conti- 
dent am i of this fact that I would readily 
Sive bond vw carry the engines through 
Within that time. 

“For a portion of the distance the con- 
struction of the road will not be ery €xX- 
bensive, as we will circle around the Fills 
and mountains, but a part of the way we 
Will have to cut through the hills ¢-nd fill 

the valleys. I figure the average cost 
Of construction to be between $20,000 and 
onl ag mile.

REPORT OF THE CROPS. 


THE WEEKLY BULLETIN IS FULL 
OF ENCOURAGING NEWS. 


But All Other Fruits Are Doing Well 
and Cotton Is in the Healthiest 
Possible Condition. 


The glorious rains which fell in Atlanta 
yesterday have been duplicated throughout 
this section of the state, and farmers are 
oS ga over very excellent crop condi- 
tions. 

Cotton men are almost unanimous in the 
opinion that the cotton crop will be the 
largest ever gathered if the favorable con- 
ditions continue, 

The continued heat it was thought had 
been so severe as to parch the growth, of 
the cotton plant. This the most expe 
rienced cottol men deny. . 

Major R. F. Maddox when seen yester- 
day said: “I do not think the drought has 
been so severe as to retard the cvtton 
growth, It seems to me that with these 
summer showers general throughout the 
— belt the crop conditions are almost 
ideal. 

“There are so many chances yet remain- 
ing for_ bad weather, or worms or other 
evils to blight th@ crop that any guesses 
must at most be very uncertain. 

“T think the crop will be the largest we 
have ever had in the south. Year before 
last, when the crop ran in the neighbor- 
hood of 10,000,000 bales, the conditions up to 
June had not been a bit better than they 
have this year, and if good luck fol'ows 
the crop as it did that year the yield I be- 
lieve will be in the neighborhood of 11,000,- 
000 bales.”’ . 

Major Maddox said that the farmers were 
in a better fix than they have been in 
many years. 

Mr. J. W. Rucker estimated the crop at but 
little more than the “big crop’’ of two vears 
ago, even under continued favorable condi- 
tions. He said that there was very little 
more cotton planted than in the year of the 
big yield, and that he did not expect to see 
the record for the big crop wroken. Ten 
million bales he considered a big estimate. 


Weather Conditions Favorable. 


The rainfall in Atlanta yesterday was a 
little over an inch. The rains throughout 
the cotton region have been general for 
the past few days and the crop conditions 
everywhere have been very much improved. 

A deep storm was central over Lake 
Michigan yesterday, the pressure of the air 
increasing thence southward gradually to 
the Florida peainsula, where the barome- 
ter was highest. The distribution cf at- 
mospheric pressure presages continued hot 
weather in this section. 

Rains have fallen at the weather bureau 
stations in the Missouri and Ohio valleys, 
the lake regions, upper Atlantic coast end 
northern Fiorida. All cotton region centers 
report showers except Texas, Arkasas, 
Tennessee and North Carolina. 

The bulletin issued by the weather bu- 
reau yesterday for the cotton region Was as 
follows:

at Old Point. 


ANNUAL MEETING ON JUNE 10 


41 No Question About the Freight Asso- 


ciation Sticking—On a Firmer 
Basis Now Than Ever Before. 


President George C. Smith, of the At- 
lanta and West Point; Commissioner Bai- 
ley Thomas, of the passenger association, 
and General Manager Chears, of the Geor- 
gia Midland and Gulf, have returned from 
Old Point Comfort. Last week a rate 
meeting and executive board meeting of 
the freight essociation was held there. The 
executive board of the passenger associa~- 
tion did not *meet. 

The freight rate committee had a busy 
week and handled a great many subjects. 
The annual meeting of the Southern States 
Freight Association will be held June 10th, 
It will probably be at Old Point Comfort, 
as the members like the place very mch 
as a mestirg point. 

No question has been raised about tM 
association’s future. Every one concedes 
that’ it is stronger than it ever was. If 
Colonel Haines accepts the position of vice 
president and general manager of the New 
York elevated roads, the association will 
have to lcok around for another commis- 
sioner. He introduced new methods into 
the organization, but they are working well 
and the members would regret to lose him. 
The salary is $15,000 a year. Mr. Gould may 
offer him more to get him to return to New 
York. There is no question about the of- 
fer being a tempting one. Colonel Haines 
has the ability to manage the property. 
There is no question about that. Any one 
who can make money on a system of 
Florida railroads could preserve the ele- 
vated lines all right and get returns which 
would be eminently satisfactory to the 


owners. 


Colonel Haines is now in New York in 
conference with Mr. George Gould. The 
commissioner resided in New York for a 
number of years while he was general man- 
ager of the Plant system.

had a five-foot and six-inch wheel, twenty- 
inch cylinder and twenty-four-inch stroke. 
I had the pleasure of being one who was 
employed to stand on the foot board of 
this powerful engine in the fall of 1835. 
We were hauling the passenger train and 
were deyaled at Columbus on account of 
a slight accident to another train, and 
when we arrived at Edinburg we had 
thirty minutes to make Indianapolis and 
be on time, thirty miles away. We had two 
coaches and a baggage car, and had to 
make two stops, one at Fran 
at Greenwood. We reached the union sta- 
tion on time. 

“It must be remembered that there were 
no airbrakes at that time, and we could 
not make as quick stops as now. I would 
judge that we consumed at least seven 
minutes of the thirty in stopping and 
starting. I would say that there is no 
finer locomotive today than one on the old 
Bee line in 1856. There are many railroad 
men living today who remember the ‘Syd- 
ney,’ for that was her name. It was said 
the painting alone on this engine cost 
5,000. This engine hauled a passenger train 
from Bellefontaine to Crestline, and Rob-

How Electricity Hurts. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 

That the suburban passenger earnings of 
nearly all of the large railroad systems 
have been more or less decreased owing 
to the competition of electric lines is a 
fact all traffic officials are aware of. Elec- 
tric lines are being extended and new ones 
being incorporated all over the country, 
and promise before long to handle 7% per 
cent of the suburban business to and from 
the larger cities. 

At Cincinnati there is a project on foot 
to extend one branch of the electric street 
railroad system from College Hill to 
Hamilton, O., a distance of about twenty- 
five miles. 

At Jamestown, N. Y., an organization is 
being perfected to construct an electric line 
from Barcelona, on Lake Erie, to the chau- 
tauqua assembly grounds, a distance of 
eleven miles. 

The electric line between Ashland, Ky., 
and Catlettsburg was opened for business 
last week. The line is to be extended on

In New York the state railroad commis- 
sion. has granted the application of the 
Ballston Terminal Company to construct a 
line from Ballston to Middle Grove, a dis- 
tance of twelve miles.

The Baltimore °nd Ohio road has con-
